Decision to accept Frankel's 
compromise plans was reached at 
a meeting of the directors Wed- 
nesday night at the home of Ed- 
win W. Semans. 1221 Medford 
Rd., Wynnewood. Benjamin Og- 
den, president of the Association, 
presided. 

This is the second civic associ- 
ation protest Frankel has run 
into since he announced plans to 
build an apartment house on Old 
Lancaster Rd. in Merion and the 
other in Wynnewood. His Merion 
project resulted in a stormy 
meeting before the Lower Merion 
3oard of Commissioners which 
ended up with the commissioners 
changing the zone where Frankel 
intended to build Frankel and the 
Merion Civic Association are 
awaiting the outcome of a hear- 
ing before the Montgomery Coun- 
ty Court at Norristown lor a final 
ruling on the project. 

The site for the proposed apart- 
ment house is in a business dis- 
trict where apartments are per- 
mitted. This is one of the reasons 
that directors of the civic group 
felt as though it would be better 
to work out a compromise with 
Frankel rather than attempt to 
block the project. 

The heighth of the, five stories 
will be 45 feet but on top of the 
building Frankel plans to build 
four penthouse apartments. Pan 
of the agreement is that the pent- 
- house apartments will be built so 
as to obscure the smoke stacks 
and other objectionable features 
protruding about the fifth story 
level 

Garages for the apartment 
home will be underground with a 
back and front entrance. 

In constructing the apartment 
house only one major tree on the 
present site will have to be re- 
moved. 

According to Frankel architec- 
ture and landscaping of the- build- 
ing will make it one of the most 
desirable apartment dwellings in 
the suburbs. 

When the Wynnewood Civic 
Association sent postal cards to 
residents 210 objected to the 
apartment house and only five 
approved it.

Getting Fattened Up 

S/Sgt. Norman D. Southgate. of 
402 Maplewood Ave., Narberth, 
who was captured by the Ger- 
mans during the Battle of the 
Bulge on Dec. 1944. and was lib- 
erated by British soldiers on April 
28. is now at an army hotel at 
Asheville, N. C. after completing 
a 60-dav furlough at home. 

Sgt. Southgate lost about 60 
pounds during the first five weeks 
of his captivity at Gerobstein and 
had several narrow escapes from 
death or injury in bombings by 
Allied planes. He declared he was 
not subjected to any violence dur- 
ing his imprisonment but had 
little to eat. He has now regained 
most of his lost weight and his 
health is good. 

A younger brother. Sgt. Jack D. 
Southgate. is with the 228th Gen- 
eral Hospital unit and was await- 
ing redeployment at Camp Phila- 
delphia, near Reims, France, to 
the CBI Theatre of War.

Anniversary of Wayne's Treaty With 
Indians Is Celebrated At St. David's 



On August 10 Wayne's treaty 
with the Indians was celebrated at 
St. David's Church in Radnor, the 
burial place of Anthony Wayne, 
the general who covered the re- 
treat of the Continental Army at 
Valley Forge. 

On a stone monument marking 
the grave of Wayne there are 
these words, "His military achieve- 
ments are consecrated in the his- 
tory of his country and in the 
hearts of his countrymen". 

However, his major service to 
the United States was his cam- 
paign against the Indians of the 
Northwest in 1792-94. On July 13 
1787, the Constitutional Congress 
had organized the territory be- 
tween the Ohio and the Mississippi 
Rivers as the Northwest Territory 
and the land was open for settle- 
ment. Efforts were made to induce 
settlers to immigrate to the new 
territory. 

The Miami Confederacy, a com- 
bination of the Delaware and 
Shawnee and other neighboring 
tribes of Indians was formed in 
the territory to make a stand 
against the advance of the Amer- 
icans West of the Ohio. 

In April of 1792 Anthony Wayne 
was appointed by President Wash- 



ington to the command of an 
Army to be led into the Northwesc 
Territory. Wayne' command, the 
Legion of the United States, on 
August 20 defeated approximately 
1300 Indians who were gathered in 
a region called Fallen Timber. 
This battle practically ended the 
frontier war. 

In the following Summer. Wayne 
returned. to Green Ville and con- 
cluded a treaty with the Indian 
tribe. The peace was ratified Au- 
gust 3. 1795 and the Indians re- 
turned to their homes. 

Ceremonies were held at Green 
Ville, Ohio, to celebrate the 150th 
anniversary of the signing of this 
treaty. Pennsylvania Insurance 
Commissioner, Gregg L. Neel, spoke 
on the importance of the Green 
Ville Treaty. 

Through this treaty, peace was 
made with the Indians and war 
with England was averted. Up until 
this time England had refused to 
relinquish her claims to six con- 
trolling frontier forts in American 
territory. This treaty put an end 
to a destructive Indian war. It also 
established a boundary between 
the red men and the white and 
for the first time in history, the 
title of Indian lands lying within 
the boundaries of the United States 
\vas officially recognized. 



In the immediate future all of 
the services of the Main Line 
Branch of the American Red Cross 
will continue to function as they 
they have in the past, it was an- 
nounced by Mrs. Thomas Phillips, 
chairman of the Main Line 
Branch. 

"The surrender of Japan is 
glorious and we give reverent 
thanks," said Mrs. Phillips. How- 
ever, needs of humanity met by 
the work of the American Red 
Cross will go on for many years. 
Results of war — wounds, hunger, 
poverty, diseases, broken families, 
broken lives — will be with us for 
years. The American Red Cross 
must stand by with trained, ex- 
perienced, steady, helping hands 
for veterans and their families 
who need them." 

The home service deppartment 
which helps to adjust the rela- 
tionships of the returning veteran 
and his family will continue as 
it has in the past. The surgical 
dressings will continue as will the 
canteen work and the work of 
the Junior Red Cross. 

The camp and hospital commit- 
tee which has been so active in 
work at camps and veterans hos- 
pitals throughout the neighboring 
territory, will probably be active 
on an even larger scale than be- 
fore, according to Mrs. Phillips. 

It is not known at the present 
whether they will be new drives 
for Nurses Aids but a new drive 
is under way for home nurses to 
relieve the acute shortage in home 
nurses. On last Thursday the 
first class of Negro home nurses 
completed its course and other 
classes have been scheduled for 
the fall. 

The disaster service of the Red 
Cross will continue to be active as 
it was in peacetime as well as dur- 
ing the war. 

Mrs. Phillips said the only func- 
tion of" the Red Cross war services 
which will be discontinued is the 
Blood Donor Service but that none 
of the services will be continued 
which are not vitally needed.

Narberth Branch of Navy Service League has already 
discontinued its upstairs office in the building owned by 
Ralph S. Dunne at 258 Haverford Ave., Narberth.

Civilian Defense Corps — The corps has been disbanded 
and its services discontinued.

Narberth Volunteer Medical Corps, which was organiz-* 
ed in the Fall of 1941 before America entered the war, will 
continue its classes and ambulance service for the commun- 
ity.

The Legion's Plans 

Narberth's Harold D. Speakman Post of the American 
Legion has developed an extensive plan of aid for returning 
servicemen. 

Already 12 men have joined the post who have seen ser- 
vice in this war, and it is anticipated that there will be many 
others to swell the post's membership. Two of the Legion's 
members who saw service in the first World War, Art Cook 
and Walter R. O'Sullivan, are both serving their country 
again. 

Each man as he returns to Narberth is contacted and 
offered assistance by the post in his job of re-adjusting to 
civilian life. The post has been working in conjunction with 
the local Selective Service Board and sitting on the board is 
a member of the post. 

Post Commander Charles Beltz stated that thus far the 
post has had nu direct appeals for help from any returning 
serviceman but that the post stands ready to lend any assist- 
ance it can. 

Aid For Returning Veterans 

As yet Lower Merion has set up no committee or agency 
to study problems that will confront the returning veterans. 
As this is only indirectly a local government function many 
of the commissioners feel that this work would fall within 
the governing province of either the Federal or State govern- 
ments. 

Several township officials have expressed the hope that 
an agency for providing information and help to the ex- 
servicemen would be set up through the present selective 
service boards. They feel that such a program would require 
the employment of paid experts who are well versed in pro- 
visions of the GI Bill of Rights. 

Such an agency, they also feel, should be able to give 
employment aid as well as untangle some of the legal diffi- 
culties that will confront returning veterans who seek finan- 
cial aid offered by the Federal government.

Colleges Little Affected 

V-J Day will have little or no effect on the government 
courses now in progress at Bryn Mawr, Haverford and 
Villanova Colleges. 

At Bryn Mawr, the war classes were stopped in June, 
and the only special students now at the college are groups 
of nurses studying in Philadelphia hospitals who use the col- 
lege dormitories. 

The administration offices were closed Tuesday and 
Wednesday, but Katherine E. McBride said there would be 
no special observances. 

In Haverford College, the Army Specialized Training 
Medical Program was cancelled several months ago. The 
only course now being held is a course in Immigration and 
Naturalization Law for officers of one division of the De- 
partment of Justice. 

Dr. Melvin W. Barnes, director of the training school, 
stated that the only effect V-J Day would have on the classes 
would be to increase the number of returned veterans attend- 
ing the school. * 

At Villanova, an officer stated that no curtailment of 
the Naval Program was planned or expected. 

Signal Corps Center 

Major Edward C. Wade, commanding officer of the 
Signal Corps Plant Assembly Center, Mill Rd., Brookline, 
stated that as yet no plans have been made to curtail work 
and no orders to close have been received. 

The property on which the plant is located was formerly 
the Brookline Country Club, and is owned by the Haverford 
Township School Board. The Signal Corps holds an indefi- 
nite term lease with a 30-day option. A 60-day clause, stat- 
ing that the Army may retain possession of the property 
for six months after giving notice to vacate, is also included 
in the lease. 

Notification to cease operations in the Assembly Center 
would be received by Major Wade "•— Colonel Will B. 
Parker, of the Plant Engineering Agency in ^Philadelphia. 

Dr. R. K. Abernathy, superintendent of Schools in Hav- 
erford Towshi, stated that while the School Board has 
retained an architect, and the University of Pennsylvania is 
surviving the ground for post-war public use in connection 
with the schools there have been no definite plans made as 
yet. 

Taper Off Auxiliary Police 

Cooperation of Lower Merion's American Legion posts 
averted a serious shortage of men in the Township's police 
department. 

Through a rotating plan approximately 49 men — seven 
each night — have been supplied through the posts to supple- 
ment the local police force. There are seven patrol cars 
circulating through the Township all the time and on the 
night shift an auxiliary policeman is designated to accom- 
pany the regular operator of the police patrol car. 

Their services will be discontinued as soon as members 
of Lower Merion's police force in the service return to active 
duty. The auxiliary police have been reimbursed on an 
hourly basis, * 

"Cooperation of the Legion posts and the auxiliary 
police has been a life saver in maintaining the efficiency of 
the police department,*' declared Evan L. James, manager 
of the Township, yesterday.

A man who would presume to 
say that what happened in Nar- 
berth at the June primary elec- 
tions has a direct link with the 
fearful toll of war losses which 
has just terminated would appear 
at least at first glance, to be quite 
a fantastic <or perhaps fanatical 
fellow.

as witness our Senator Knox, of 
striped pants and bow tie. saying 
in the Senate in that eventful 
March of 1919 that if America 
joined the League our boys might 
be sent "even to the inhospitable 
South' Pacific isles." Well, let it 
be hoped, ghastly joke though it 
may be, that the bedeviled gli osl 
of the pot-bellied Nestor shall be 
made to have over the graves of 
the lads who lie dead in Guadal- 
canal and Tarawa and Okinawa 
and the numerous same South 
Pacific isles which stirred the! 
crocodile tears of a man whose : 
only concern was to win a presi- 
dential election for his party and ; 
cared not what it cost, ; 

Yes. the book is now wide open ! 
aiVi its first pages reveal that- j 
Theodore Roosevelt, and Henry , 
Lodge, and the rest of the buc- | 
caneers had decided that what- j 
ever treaty or plans Woodrow | 
Wilson submitted, good, bad or in- ; 
different, would be rejected by j 
them, and for one and only om<; 
reason, so as to assure the election i 
of a Republican president in 1920. 

This observer is quite well 
aware of all the other implications 
of the wretched story. Wilson's 
political ineptitude, the personal 
jealousies, etc.. but none of those 
things can possibly alter the na- 
ture of the cardinal sin, the 
spawn of a party regularity which 
has spread more civic evil in our 
land than any other cause.

A lesser crime, but exactly of ; 
the same ilk, and springing from 
the self-same bugaboo of "pari v. 
regularity, lies in the miserable 
plight which now engulfs the city 
of Philadelphia. The recent pub- 
lication of Struther Burt's book. 
"The Holy Experiment," afforaett 
the opportunity of gfttting a 
nation-wide estimate of how Phil- 
adelphia is now regarded m the 
country at larRe. The theme of 
the critics was invariably one of ' 
pitv and the staid Atlantic 
Monthly, noted for its ultra-con- 
servative diction, was not reluc- 
tant to say that "Philadelphia had ' 
become one vast, everincreasin.; ; 
slum." It is not pleasant to hoar 
such things about the place of * 
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one's birth, but what is left to a 
man which will justify him in cry- 
ing out against such aspersions, 
for in his heart, and as a result 
of his constant visits to numerous 
other localities, he knows that his 
once fair city has truly descended 
to a shockingly low estate. 

He also thinks he knows w T hv 
this sorry situation has come to 
pass, for year after year he has 
seen the citizens going to the polls 
in serried ranks and voting to re- 
tain in office the self-seeking mis- 
fits who have made a personal en- 
terprise out of a once grand place, 
the hallowed Philadelphia which 
was a finished city when New 
York was a struggling village of 
Dutch burghers. 

Ask these men and women why 
they permit this iniquity to con- 
tinue and the answer will be that 
they simply cannot forego their 
life-long habit of voting the reg- 
ular party ticket. 

In many other large centers of 
population the same kind of tale 
can be told, but not even with 
Tammany in New York was such 
a sordid record accumualted as L> 
the case with Philadelphia. For 
reasons which are not difficult to 
understand, and which include an 
■ inane devotion to high tariffs. 
| Philadelphia is the only very large 
! citv of . Republican proclivities. 
INew York, Boston. Chicago and 
'numerous other places are Demo- 
jcratic. No matter what the partv 
may be. the formula is definitelv 
i the same, with the "organization" 
| trading on party loyalties to per- 
Ipetuate their own political exist- 
ence: and always the freeholders 
j are looted and deprived of their 
free elections. Once in a long 
era, the worm will turn and the 
people then get the kind of 
municipal management which 
spells savings of millions of dol- 
lars and public improvements of 
a high order not otherwise pos- 
sible. The La Guardia regime 
proves the point exceedingly well, 
but that came about only because 
the people, ridding themselves ior 
once of their civic coma, sternly 
resolved to dismiss their sillv 
fetish of "party regularity" and 
to vote for what was best for them 
and their community. Please Goa 
that the men coming home from 
the wars, and who. because of 
their hard-bitten experiences, can 
be depended on to distinguish 
*iham from substance, may brin^ 
rescue to Philadelphia and restore 
it to the ranks of great American 

cities.

In June, in our own little town. 
we saw the vicious effects of tlv.s 
virus of "party regularity.' We 
saw the manner in which our citi- 
zens were duped by its libelous 
representations. We became aw:irp 
of the rank fraud which was em- 
ployed and of the devious ways 
which were pursued to prevent a 
free choice of the people. To ac- 
cept this phoney verdict, so male- 
volently achieved, would be io 
follow the path which will inevit- 
ably lead to civic imprisonment. 
Narberth was never m™nt to be 
a "political town." with all the 
implications of that sinister term 
and aroused citizens should *o 
assert in unmistakable manner, 
when November comes ... for tlv.s 
is indeed the kind of fB.vored 
home-place where an indefensible 
and utterly unintelligent devotion 
to "party regularity" should be 
made to meet its doom.

To many Pennsylvania firsts 
should be added one of which all 
citizens of the Commonwealth may 
well be proud. Pennsylvania has 
more churches than any other 
State in our Union. The broad prin- 
ciples of religious tolerance on 
which the Commonwealth was 
founded led to the early establish- 
ment here of the churches of many 
religious denominations — first in 
Philadelphia and then Westward 
as the tide of migration swept 
over Pennsylvania toward the Ohio 
Valley. 

The first Quaker meeting in 
Pennsylvania was held in 1675 — 
seven years before Penn's landing 
in Philadelphia. In 1682 the first 
American Mennonites settled in 
Germantown and spread later into 
Bucks. Berks, Lancaster, and 
Northampton Counties establish- 
ing communities of the Plain Peo- 
ple. 

Old Swedes Church. Pennsyl- 
vania's earliest example of fine 
but simple church aKChitecture, 
was completed in 1700. and Christ 
Church in Philadelphia, whose 
present edifice was completed in 
1754, still possesses a communion 
service presented by Queen Anne of 
England to this pioneer congre- 
gation. In Old Swedes Church in 
1703. Pennsylvania's first musical 
recital was given by a group of 
religious mystics. 

The Episcopalians first held ser- 
vice in the colony in 1695. The 
State's earliest Baptist Church was 
organized in 1684. The Presbyter- 
ians held their earliest services in 
1692 and the Methodist congre- 
gations date their beginning in 
Pennsylvania to the efforts of a 
British Army officer, a convert of 
John Wesley. Their first church 
was established in 1768. 

The first Roman Catholic Par- 
ish in Pennsylvania was that of St. 
Joseph's in Philadelphia, estab- 
lished between 1731 and 1733. The 
present Church of St. Joseph's in 
Willings Alley stands on the site 
of the early colonial structure. In 
1782 Pennsylvania's first Jewish 
Synagogue was dedicated. 

Today with more than five and 
one-half million church members 
and more than two million Sunday 



school teachers and pupils, Penn- 
sylvania still retains congregations 
of almost every one of the many 
sects which took shelter in this 
colony in those long-ago years of 
religious persecution.

FORGED TIRE CERTIFICATES 

Tire dealers have been warned by OPA against accepting forged 
tire rationing certificates and an intensive investigation is now under- 
way to prevent tire diversion to the black market. Hundreds of 
spurious certificates have been uncovered along the Eastern Sea- 
board. All are the old type R-2 certificates which local boards have 
not issued since May 31. Serial numbers to date indicate the cer- 
tificates were stolen in New York State. Dealers are warned to check 
with the issuing local board the validity of certificates presented by 
strangers and to require identification from those presenting cer- 
tificates. 

' Consumers have until August 15 to buy tires with R-2 certifi- 
cates they now have, New certificates R-2A and R-2B are not ai- 
fected and will remain valid. 

CIGARETTE CEILING 

Now that the cigarette supply has increased to the extent that 
many stores are selling more than one pack to a customer OPA has 
ruled that such sales must be made as multiple sales where March 
1942 ceilings are lower than on a single pack basis. A store with a 
two for 31 cent ceiling cannot sell one customer two packs at the 
16 cent or single pack level. 

Similarly with candy bars where the ceiling is three for 10 cents, 
one bar can be legally sold at the four or five cent single bar ceiling 
but three bars sold to the same customer would take the multiple 
ceiling of 10 cents. Several complaints of this type of overcharge 
should be made to local price panels. Retailers on each such sale 
are liable to the maximum penalty of $50 under the provisions of 
the Administrator's Claim procedure now in operation in local boards. 

CEILING PRICE ON EGGS 

Egg prices for Group 1 stores effective August 2 to 8th inclusive 
are as follows: Extra large. 62c; large, 60c; medium, 54c; small, 47c. 
Group 2 stores— extra large, 61c; large, 59c; medium, 53c; small, 46c. 
Two cents additional is permitted for eggs in cartons. 

YOUR RATIONING CALENDAR 

Meats and Fats— Q2 through U2 are invalid after August 31. 
V2 through Z2 are valid through September 30. Al through El are 
valid through October 31. Fl through Kl are valid through No- 
vember 30. 

Sugar — Stamp 36 is valid through August 31 for five pounds. 

Shoes— Airplane stamps 1, 2, 3 and 4 are valid indefinitely. 

CONSUMER PROSPECTS FOR HOUSEHOLD GOODS 

The nation's reconversion program is steadily gathering momen- 
tum with limited quantities of household appliances already being 
produced and scheduled to move from factories to retail markets 
this Fall, and more to come in the Spring and Summer of 1946. 
Frederick M, Mitchell, director, Consumers Durable Goods .Division, 
forecasts in the first item-by-item report released by WPB Sewing 
machines, vacuum cleaners, domestic washing machines and elec- 
tric irons should reach retail markets in small quantities this Fall, 
and alarm clocks in fairly large numbers by that time. Volume pro- 
duction, however, of these and many other products of consumer in- 
terest is not expected to be attained until the Spring or Summer 
of 1946. 

LITTLE SWEETENING NEEDED TO CAN FRUIT 

Though sugar is acutely short, don't give up the idea of can- 
ning fruit if you can possibly do a satisfactory job and put up this 
food for Winter, the Department of Agriculture advises homemakers 
The very best line of action, the Department emphasizes, is to use 
whatever sugar is available for canning fruit in a moderately thiu 
syrup. This is just about the least amount of sweetening that the 
average family considers acceptable without adding more when the 
canned fruit is served. The wartime rule of averaging one pound 
of sugar to four quarts of home canned fruit yields this moderate 
sweetening. 

As a further sugar economy, light-colored corn syrup or mild 
honey can satisfactorily replace part of the sugar used in home can- 
ning. The corn syrup can replace as much as one-third of the sugar 
used; or honey can replace as much as one-half of the sugar.
